A comittee of 15 prominent educators met on the 
campus of Georgia Teachers College April 13 through 
April 14 to study the college teacher education pro¬ 
grams and make recommedation.

Members Vote 
On Amendments 
For Constitution 

During the regular meeting of 
the Student Council, Monday 
night, April 20, the following 
amendments were made to the 
GTC Student Constitution: 

Article III. Members 

The members of the Council 
shall consist of a president, a 
first vice - president, a second 
vice - president, a secretary, a 
treasurer, and eight representa¬ 
tives from the student body. 

Article IV. Officers 
Section 1—Qualifications 

The presidents, vice - presi¬ 
dents, secretary, and treasurer 
shall be elected from among 
those members of the student 
body who will be members of 
the sophomore, junior, or senior 
class at the time they assume 
office; they must have been en¬ 
rolled in this college for a least 
three quarters by the time they 
assume office; and they must 
have, at the time of nomination 
and must maintain throughout 
their tenure of office, a 
scholastic standing of “C” or 
above. 

Section 4—Vacancy of Offices 

In case of vacancy of presi¬ 
dency, the first vice president 
shall become president. The 
president shall then apoint a 
new first vice - president from 
the social comittee. In case 
of vacancy of second vice-presi¬ 
dent, secretary or treasurer, a 
new officer shall be appointed by 
the president from the student 
Council. 

Section 5—Duties 

The first vice - president shall 
preside at all meeting in the 
absence of the president and 
shall have the same powers of 
the president in the president’s 
absence. The first vice - presi¬ 
dent shall serve as Chairman of 
the social comittee as estab¬ 
lished in Article VIII. 

The second vice - president 
shall preside over all freshman 
class meetings until the elec- 


Regulations of the State De¬ 
partment of Education requires 
all colleges having teacher edu¬ 
cation programs to be approved 
before their graduates may be 
certificated as teachers for the 
Georgila Public Schools. 

A college must be evaluated 
every five years to remain on 
the accredited list. The last time 
Georgia Teachers College was 
evaluated was in 1952. 

Committee Is Impressed 
According to Dean Paul Car- 
roll, the committee was favor¬ 
ably impressed with the teacher 
education program. 

Dean Carroll also said, “the 
members of the visiting com¬ 
mittee were very helpful in 
pointing out areas where the 
program needs strengthening.” 

The newly developed graduate 
program in teacher education 
was also under examination. A 
project program for the prepara¬ 
tion of junior high school 
teachers and a major in French 
to be started in September was 
also studied by the committee. 

Dean Carroll Says 
Dean Carroll said, “on Tues¬ 
day afternoon the visiting com¬ 
mittee reported their findings to 
the college faculty.” 

The report was summed up by 
Dean Carroll saying, “the com¬ 
mittee pointed out both strong 
and weak points of the college 
and were very pleased with the 
progress the college had made.”

Dr. Zoltan Farkas, associate 
professor of modern languages 
at Georgia Teachers College, last 
week was presented a medal as 
the “Outstanding Naturalized 
American Citizen” of this area 
by the Twin City Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 

Dr. Farkas was also recently 
honored by the Savannah DAR 
for the same reason.

Mrs. Daisy Leigh of Twin 
City’s Adam Brinson chapter of 
the DAR presented the award 
to Dr. Farkas. He addressed the 
group following the award cere¬ 
mony. 

Dr. Farkas is a native of 
Budapest, Hungary, and came to 
the United States in 1949. He 
settled permanently in Savannah 
as office manager of the 
Diamond Construction Company, 
and taught night classes in 
German and French at Arm¬ 
strong. He became an American 
citizen three years ago. 

He speaks English, German, 
French, Hungarian, and Italian. 
He now resides in Statesboro 
with his wife, Clara, and three 
children.

Mr. J. Aubrey Pafford is prin¬ 
cipal of the Marvin Pittman 
School and Miss Marjorie Crouch 
is camp director and a program 
coordinator with Miss Doris 
Lindsey, who is program chair¬ 
man. Both women are members 
of the Marvin Pittman School 
faculty. 


This year about 36 students of 
the eighth grade and 34 seventh 
graders are attending the camp. 
Faculty members and student 
teachers supervising the affair 
include: Miss Marjorie Crouch, 
Miss Doris Lindsey, Mr. John 
Martin, Mr. Roger Parsons, are 
supervising teachers. Ellen Sum¬ 
ner, Ninivois Croft, Kitty Kelly, 
Connie Veal, Perry Edwards, and 
Walker Cook, are student teach¬ 
ers attending. 

This program of school camp¬ 
ing started at the Marvin Pitt¬ 
man School during the school 
year, 1949-50. The idea grew out 
of an education course in which 
one of the chapters in the text 
concerned school camping. 

Fields Studied 

Nature study, art, mathe¬ 
matics, home economics, physi¬ 
cal education activities, in¬ 
dustrial arts and local history 
are among the fields included 
in the week’s program. In past 
years the atmosphere of good 
will, encouragement, and happi¬ 
ness at camp helped to develop 
in student teachers an optimistic 
philosophy about teaching. After 
working with the core program 
in a camp environment they felt 
that they had an enriching chal¬ 
lenging and rewarding profes¬ 
sional experience.

Regents Approve 
Two Degrees 
Here April 22 


The State Board of Regents 
Wednesday approved a Georgia 
Teachers petition for permission 
to offer two additional degrees. 

The Statesboro school was 
empowered to offer courses 
leading to the degrees of 
bachelor of business administra¬ 
tion and master of education in 
business education. 

The regents also rejected a 
plan to elevate Georgia South¬ 
western College to a full four- 
year school offering degrees in 
nursing, science, Elementary 
education, business and English. 
The school would have retained 
its junior college program under 
the proposed plan, but the board 
ruled that the school lacks a 
sufficient faculty and library 
facilities. 

It indicated that the South¬ 
western plan might have won 
approval if sufficient state 
funds were available to im¬ 
prove facilities.

Lights May Be Added 
To Baseball Diamond

In the year 1950 GTC’s ath¬ 
letic department acquired the 
necessary funds to build a bet¬ 
ter and more attractive baseball 
stadium, which is located be¬ 
hind Sanford and Cone Halls, 
facing northeast. 

This area was at one time 
very swampy and an eye sore 
on the campus. A local con¬ 
struction crew cleared the area 
and filled in the places that 
needed to be built up. 

The bleachers were built on 
the side of a natural embank¬ 
ment, which enables a perfect 
view of the playing field from all 
positions. The construction of 
the stadium cost $3,500. 

Athletic Director J. B. Scearce 
says that the field has to be in 
perfect condition before each 


game. This calls for such things 
as keeping the grass cut and 
watering everyday, dragging the 
infield, making sure rough areas 
are level and that the pitching 
mound is in good shape. 

The infield requires a different 
type grass than does the out¬ 
field. Coach Scearce said that 
the grass used should be very 
thin-bladed enabling a ball to 
bounce smoothly. He says the 
finest type athletic grass is the 
Tift-lawn 127 which is in the 
infield and was obtained from 
the Forest Heights Country Club. 

GTC’s field at the present is 
faced with a lighting situation. 
“The expense,” states Coach 
Scearce, -“of getting lights and 
wiring the field would cost 
around $20,000 and may be in 
obtain them.”
